HISTORICAL DATA 


QCWA had its inception during a 10-meter (30 MHz) “round-table” on Friday 
evening, November 14, 1947 when John DiBlasi, W2FX; Uda Ross, W2UD; John Gioe, 
W2FD; Edwin S. Crane, W2EF; Dr. Ernest Cyriax, W2DI and Irving R. Groves, W2Dx;

CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE | 


Name and Purpose of the Association 
Sec. 1. This Association shall be known as the QUARTER CENTURY WIRELESS 
ASSOCIATION, Inc. 
Sec. 2. The purposes of the Association shall be: 
(a) To foster and develop friendship and co-operation among amateur 
wireless and radio operators of more than twenty-five years’ standing. 
(b) To take general interest in all matters affecting or involving amateur 
wireless or radio and sponsor such actions as may be deemed proper 
in their interests. 


ARTICLE II 
Membership 


Sec. 1. The membership of the Association shall consist of those persons who 
have signed the Certificate of Incorporation, together with all persons who are hereafter 
received in or elected to membership as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. Any person is eligible for membership who submits satisfactory proof that 
he or she is a licensed amateur radio (wireless) operator, that he or she was licensed 
as such twenty-five or more years ago and who, upon submitting an application, is 
approved by the Board of Directors, as provided in the By-Laws of the Association. 

Sec. 3. The classes of membership and the fees therefor will be prescribed in the 
By-Laws. 

Sec. 4. Any member may withdraw from the Association by presenting to the 
Secretary a written statement of resignation. 

Sec. 5. A member may be expelled for the violation of the By-Laws of the Associa- 
tion or for other cause prejudicial to the best interests of the Association. Such expulsion 
may be-effected by a two-thirds vote of the Board of Directors at a duly called meeting. 

Sec. 6. Any resigned or expelled member forfeits all rights and or privileges of 
the Association. 


ARTICLE Ill 
Government 


Sec. 1. The general management of the affairs of the Association shall be vested 
in the Board of Directors, who shall be elected as provided in the By-Laws. 

Sec. 2. The Officers of the Association shall consist of a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and such other Officers as the Board from time to time may 
designate. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Directors shall consist of the President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and five other members of the Association. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Directors shall meet at least once each year and at the 
call of the President. At least one-half of the Board members shall be present to con- 
stitute a quorum. 

Sec. 5. If a vacancy occurs among the Officers or in the Board of Directors, such 
vacancy shall be filled for the unexpired term by the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 6. The President shall be a member ex-officio of all committees. 


ARTICLE IV 
Meetings 


Sec. 1. The Association shall hold an annual meeting before the end of each 
calendar year at a time and place to be designated by the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 2. The purpose of this meeting shall be the election of the Officers and 
Directors of the Association and such other purposes as may be necessary or proper for 
the conduct of the Association. 

Sec. 3. Other meetings of the Association may be held throughout the year, the 
time and place to be designated by the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE V 


Sec. 1. No financial obligation shall be incurred on behalf of the Association 
except by the unanimous approval of the Board of Directors as covered in by the By-Laws. 


ARTICLE VI 
Amendments 


Sec. 1. Amendments to this constitution may be initiated by a majority vote of the 
Board of Directors, or by petition submitted to the Board of Directors for their consideration 
by at least one hundred (100) members in good standing. Proposed amendments to the 
Constitution approved by the Board of Directors, shall be mailed with a ballot to all 
members in good standing at least twenty (20) days before the date appointed for the 
return of the ballot, and the ballot shall carry a statement of this time limit. Approval of 
the amendment by at least two third of the members voting shall be necessary for its 
enactment.

BY-LAWS 
(As Revised April 7, 1972) 


ARTICLE | 
Membership oe / 

Sec. 1. A person eligible for membership may apply by making application in the 
form prescribed by the Board of Directors and submitting with application three years’ 
dues plus an entry fee. 

Sec. 2. Each application will be considered by the Board of Directors and, if 
approved by the Board of Directors, the applicant will be notified of his election to 


membership. 
ARTICLE II 
Dues 

Sec. 1. Each applicant for membership shall remit an Entry Fee of Three Dollars 
($3.00) plus three years’ dues of Seven Dollars ($7.00), making a total of Ten Dollars 
($10.00), which shall be returned to him or her should the application not be approved. 

Sec. 2. Dues shall be prepaid to the Association in the amount of Seven Dollars 
($7.00) for three years, Fourteen Dollars ($14.00) for six years, Thirty-Five Dollars ($35.00) 
for Life Membership. 

Sec. 3. Any member whose dues have not been received by the Association prior 
to ninety days after the first of the calendar year, shall automatically cease to be a 
member in good standing. Such member (in default) may, at the option of the Board 
of Directors, be dropped from the membership rolls of the Association and shall there- 
upon cease to be a member of the Association. 

Sec. 4. Each applicant accepted for membership shall be assigned a membership 
number in arithmetical sequence. This number shall not be reassigned to another member 
unless authorized by the Board of Directors. 

Sec. 5. Applicants accepted for membership who were former members may be 
reassigned their original membership number, if available, upon the payment of all the 
back dues to date and three years in advance; or upon payment of Life Membership dues. 


ARTICLE II 
Board of Directors 

Sec. 1. The Board of Directors shall have control of the property and affairs of 
the Association and shall fix its policies. They shall have power to hold meetings; appoint 
committees; accept new members and suspend, censure and take all necessary and 
proper steps to carry out the principles of this Association and promote its best interests. 
They may appoint a General Manager and fix his compensation. 

Sec. 2. Meetings of the Board of Directors and the regular annual meetings of the 
Association may be held within any state of the United States as authorized by the 
Board of Directors. 

Sec. 3. No Officer or Director shall receive remuneration for his services in any 
capacity. 

Sec. 4. The Officers and Directors of the Association shall serve for a term of 
two (2) years or until their successors are duly elected. 

Sec. 5. After December 31, 1967, no member may qualify for nomination to be 
an Officer or Director unless he shall have been a member in good standing for more 
than two (2) years. 

Sec. 6. Roberts Rules of order revised shall govern meetings of the Board of 
Directors and of the association in all cases to which they are applicable. 


ARTICLE IV 
Duties of Officers 

Sec. 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the members of the 
Association and of the Board of Directors, and shall appoint such committees as he or 
the Board of Directors shall consider expedient or necessary. 

Sec. 2. In the absence of the President, the Vice-President shall perform his 
duties, and in the absence of both the President and Vice-President such Officer as 
may be present shall preside and assume the duties of the President. 
seas Sec. 3. The Secretary shall be responsible for the corporate records of the Ass»- 
ciation. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall be responsible for the funds of the Association and 
accountable to the Board of Directors. 

ARTICLE V 
Executive Secretary 
General Manager 

Sec. 1. The Executive Secretary General Manager, as appointed by the Board of 
Directors. shall conduct the administrative duties of the Association and be genera'ly 
responsible to the Board of Directors through the President. 
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ARTICLE VI 
Nominations and Elections 


Sec. 1. At least sixty days prior to the annual meeting each odd-numbered year, 
the President shall appoint a Nominating Committee subject to the approval of the 
Board of Directors. The report of this Committee will be submitted to the membership 
at least twenty (20) days prior to the annual meeting together with a ballot form, The 
Nominating Committee shall submit eligible candidates for President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and five Directors. ; : 

Sec. 2. Notwithstanding the foregoing, a petition may be submitted signed by one 
hundred (100) members in good standing to the Secretary, post-marked at least sixty 
(60) days prior to the annual meeting, nominating any eligible member in good standing 
for any office or directorship. Upon receipt of such a petition, the Secretary, upon verify- 
ing the validity of the petition, shall cause the name of the candidate to be placed on 
the ballot. 

Sec. 3. The election of the candidates shall be by written ballot vote of a majority 
of the members in good standing voting before the closing of the polls. The polls shall 
be open not less than thirty (30) days before the date set for the regular Annual Meeting, 
and shall close ten (10) days before the opening date of the regular Annual Meeting. 

Sec. 4. The President, with the approval of the Board of Directors shall appoint 
two or more members, who are not candidates, to serve as Tellers for counting the ballots. 
The Tellers shall certify in writing the results of the ballot count for each candidate or 
the matters to be decided by balloting. 

Sec. 5. Each candidate shall be requested to submit in writing a brief biographical 
outline to the Secretary at least thirty (30) days before the date set for the opening of the 
polls. This brief biographical outline shall accompany the ballot mailed to each member 
in good standing. 

Sec. 6. The Association's membership list, directories, Year Book, addressograph 
plates or any other membership mailing facilities shall not be sold, nor be made available 
to any person or organization, unless authorized by the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE VII 
Chapters 

Sec. 1. Chapters may from time to time be formed upon approval of the Board of 
Directors. The requirements for a Chapter shall be as follows:- 

(a) Each Chapter member must be and continue to be a member in good standing 
of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. 

(b) The Chapter must have at least ten members residing in the same geographical 
area. 

‘ (c) The Chapter members must be governed by the principles, Constitution and 
By-Laws of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. 

(d) Each Chapter shall elect a Chairman and Secretary who shall correspond with 
the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. and shall keep current correspondence and 
information with the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. 

(e) Each Chapter may have such local business or social meetings as it wishes and 
for such purposes as within the spirit of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. 

(f) Each Chapter member of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. may 
attend regular Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. meetings and functions, and 
enjoy all the benefits and privileges of the Association. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Financial Obligations 

: Sec. 1. Al! obligations incurred by the Association shall be solely corporate obliga- 
tions and no personal liability whatsoever shall attach to, or be incurred by, any member, 
Officer or Director of the Association by reason of any such corporate obligation. 

Sec. 2. The President may approve expenditures of the funds of the Association 
up to an amount of Two Hundred Fifty Dollars ($250.00) during the calendar year providing 
that a proper accounting is subsequently made to the Board of Directors.
